Peterson said alcohol may be the 
“drug of choice,” but added when 
people drink alcohol, it goes 
through the bloodstream straight 
to the brain and affects rational 
decision making. ; : 

“People are not thinking and 
that is scary,” Peterson said. “Our 
greatest power in life is to make 
our own decisions, but we must 
face the consequences.” 

Daily planners, setting goals 
and making “To Do” lists are tips 
Peterson: suggested in order to 

_Teduce stress levels, 

“You are in control of your life. If 
you don’t know where your life is 
going, who does?” Peterson said. 
“Look inside. You have got to take 
care of yourself.” : 

Peterson said stress is necessary 
to keep people going, but modera- 
tion of stress is important. 

Peterson also discussed sexuali-

attention,” Peterson said, “but,

Purchasing a house is out!of 
range for many Cal State 
Fullerton staff and faculty, espe- 
cially newly hired employees com- 
ing from out of state, according to 
Bill Dickerson, director of the 
Foundation. 

The Affordable Housing Task 
force, led by Dickerson, has been 
working on this problem since 
1990 and is beginning to make 
progress, 

To estimate how many universi- 
ty employees are interested in 
affordable housing and what their 
housing needs are, the task force 
commissioned a _ survey. 
Approximately 2,200 surveys were 
sent out, of which 507 were 
returned. a. ¢

ty for school construction and 
improvement be shifted from 
the state to local school dis- 
tricts?

Proposition 170 is a consti- 
tutional amendment ‘that 
would allow property taxes to 
exceed the current 1 percent 
limit to repay school construc- 
tion and improvement bonds 
and allow those bonds to be 


approved by a majority vote, - 


rather than the current two- 
thirds vote. : 

A majority vote would make 
it more likely that local gener- 
al obligation bond measures 
for school facilities would be 
approved by voters.

The state legislative analyst 
says that out of the 145 unsuc- 


‘ cessful bond measures pro- 


posed and by local school dis- 
tricts since 1986, 123 received 
a majority vote but were not 
approved because they didn't 
meet the two-thirds vote crite- 
ria, .

-| vides most of 
Su! the funding for 

1school con- 
struction. By 
allowing school 
districts to impose property 
taxes greater than 1 percent, 
funding responsibility will be 
shifted from the state to local 
school districts. 

Supporters of Proposition 
170 argue that the measure 
gives voters greater control 
over local school construction 
and does not raise any taxes. 

Opponents say the measure 
would allow property renters 
to outvote homeowners and 
pass bonds that would 
increase taxes that only prop- 
erty owners would pay. They 
estimate that 91 percent of 
school bond issues will pass, 
increasing local property

When Tommy was 7 years old he 
constantly harassed Barbara 
McDowell and her twin sister, 
Betsy, as they walked to school in 
the morning. He would yell and 
scream and jump out of the bushes , . 
to scare them. 

“Tommy probably grew up to be 
a harasser in the workplace as 
well,” said McDowell, director of 
the Women’s Center at Cal State 
Fullertén. 

Fay Weber, the Los Angeles dis- 
trict director of the American 
Association of University Women, 
discussed the issue of sexual 
harassment in America’s schools 
during a forum on sexual’ harass- 
ment Tuesday. 

“Sexual harassment originates 
in grade school,” Weber said. “Our 
organization promotes education 
and equity for women and girls.” 

Weber said between middle 
school and high school there is a 
large drop ‘in girls’ self-esteem lev- 
els. Girls are more frequently and 
more likely to be sexually harassed 
in school than boys, “both physical- 
ly and verbally,” she said. 

“Although girls are usually the 
targets of sexual harassment,” 
Weber said, “more than 50 percent 
of girls admit to having sexually : 
harassed someone in their school 
life. And of the girls that admit to 
sexually harassing someone at 
school, 98 percent say they had ° 
been targets of sexual harassment.” 

Weber said sexual harassment 
usually occurs when a person in a 
position of trust or authority 
engages in behaviors of a sexual 
nature that are inappropriate, 
unwanted and non-reciprocal. 

A survey conducted by the asso- 
ciation titled ‘Hostile Hallways,’ 
reported that 85 percent of all girls 
said they had been sexually 
harassed as compared to 76 per-

Proposition 171 is a consti- 
tutional amendment that 
would authorize counties to 
adopt ordinances allowing 
homeowners whose homes are 
destroyed in disasters to trans- 
fer their base-year property 
tax value to property in'a dif- 
- ferent county. 

'  Base-year value is tie mar- 
ket value of the property the 
year it was purchased. Under 
Proposition 13, property taxes 
are based on that value plus a 
2 percent annual increase. 
Because market values usually 
increase faster than 2,percent 
annually, property owners pay 
less property taxes than they 
would if the property was 
taxed at current market value. 

If the property is sold, how- 
ever, it is reassessed at cur- 
rent market value, meaning 
that the new owners will pay 
more property taxes than the 
previous owners did. So it is to 
a homeowner's advantage to 
keep their home and its lower 
taxes than to buy a new home. 

This measure would allow 


News. 
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owners of destroyed property 
to maintain this advantage 
even if they move out of the 
county. 

Under current laws, base- 
year value is transferable by 
disaster victims only within 
the same county. If passed, 
this measure could reduce 
local property tax revenue in 
participating counties. 

Supporters -say that 
Proposition 171 would provide 
tax relief for the victims of a 
declared disaster.

know enough. 

“Both parties must be responsi- 
ble for safer sex. AIDS is serious. It 
is all of our responsibility,”

tance of the proper use of condoms 
and other contraceptives, but she 
said abstinence is the only guaran- 
tee. 

“Because Greeks are always in a 
social setting they must have the 
proper education and be aware,” 
said Cari Cohn, assistant director 
for Greek Life and Community 
Service. “That is what this is all 
about:.We need to talk to each 
other.”

When the home is sold, it would 
be first offered to a CSUF employ- 
ee. In order to keep prices afford- 
able for future employees, annual 
appreciation of the homes would 
be capped relative to a state infla- 
tion index. 

CSUF’s current affiliate is 
Santa Fe Energy. They own a 
227-acre lot at the northeast cor- 
ner of Valencia Avenue and 
Carbon Canyon Road in Olinda 
Heights. 

The site has 128 active oil wells 
and the only surviving historical 
buildings from the city of Olinda, 
including Brea’s first oi} well. 

If they decide to build at this 
site, Dickerson said that they 
would probably poe a his-

Santa Fe has been purifying the 


land and spot cleaning so that 


building can begin soon, according 
to Dickerson.

The surrounding community 
will also have a chance to react to 
the development in a series of pub- 
lic hearings. 

“Santa Fe has owned the land 
for 100 years. They pay no mort- 
gage so they probably will be flexi- 
ble with us. This may be the ideal 
relationship,” Dickerson said.
